SCHOOLS ADOPT NEW SPELLING. 


State Institutions in lowa and South

SIOUX CITY, Iowa, Sept. 6.—Beginning 
next Monday, the State Normal Schools 
of Iowa and South Dakota will begin the 
use of the reformed spelling indorsed by 
President Roosevelt, the new style being 
used in all manuscripts and school papers. 
As the consent of the State Superintend- 
ents of Instruction was necessary before 
the changes were made in the Normal 
Schools it is supposed that the new sys- 
tem will be inaugurated in all the State 
schools. is 

The Faculty and 990 students of the 
Iowa State Normal School voted on the 
question and a decision in the affirmative 
was given by a large majority. To-day 
the South Dakota State Normal School 
at Yankton decided to follow Iowa's lead. 

Schools in Nebraska are debating the 
question. 


Yonkers Schools May Get New Spelling 

Charles E. Gorton, Superintendent. of 
the Yonkers public schools, says he ts in 
favor of simple spelling, and that he will 
bring the subject to the attention of the 


Board of Education of that city. Mr. Gor- 
ton says he considers the reform entirely 
practicable. 


SHOT WALKING WITH GIRLS. 


Three Bullets Hit Grasso in the Back 
—His Assailant Unknown.

_ The committee of veterans. which vis- 
ited Gen. Guzman In Santa Clara Prov- | 
ince to ask him to suspend hostilities re- 
turn<d to Cienfuegos and reported that 
Guzman had suspended hostilities entire- 
ly, pending the negotiations for peace. 
This action probably averted a severe en- 
gagement, as the insurgent forces under 
Guzman and the Government troops under 
Col. Valle had approached cluse to each 
other. 

The veterans who visited Col. Albert in 
Havana Province report that the com- 
mittee sent to Pino Guerra in Pinar del 
Rio have not yet returned, but they add 
that there is not the slightest doubt that 
he will follow Guzman's example, as 
Guerra has always avoided fighting. 

Col. Betancourt, the second in command 
of Pino Guerra's forces, has ordered the 
suspension of the extension of the West- 
ern Railway beyond San Juan de Mar- 
tinez. throwing 3800 men out of work. 

The Government’s report of to-day's 
fight in Santa Clara Province says that 
Col. Valle’s troops pursued thirty men 
who had risen near Palmira, After the in- 
surgents had been reinforced by others a 
fight ensued. The-insurgents were re- 
pulsed and retreated to Tartabull, where 
they camped. There they were attacked 
by Capt. Mayato and several of the tn- 
surgents were killed or wourded. The in- 
Surgents left several dead on the field, as 
well as their horses. Of the Rural Guards 
two were wounded. 

Capts. Figueroa and Delgado report a 





fight in the hills south of Santiago de Las | 


Vegas, in which four Rural Guards were 
killed. It is believed that many of the 
insurgents were wounded, but no bodies 
were found. 

Official reports of the fight at Canasi 
on Sept. 4 state that three Rural Guards 
were killed, and that one rebel was mor- 
tally wounded, 

A body of volunteers and Rural Guards 
numbering 200 exchanged shots with As- 
bert’s force last night near San José de las 
Lajas, Province of Havana. One Rural 
Guard was killed and three insurgents 
were wounded. 

Arencibas’s band of insurgents, which 
started out from Santiago de Las Vegas, 
Province of Havana, on Tuesday,. entered 
Calabazar, this province, last night and 
took all the horses, arms, and ammunition 
they could find. 

The report that the Government has 
suspended the prosecution of the cam- 
paign for the present 1s confirmed, al- 
though the Government officials will not 
admit it. 

The demands which come from the in- 
surgents themselves as the price of a ces- 
sation of the rebellion are regarded in the 
capital as for the most part not to be con- 
sidered. These demands include the re- 
storation of deserters from the Rural 
Guards to their former positions, the re- 
instatement of Liberals who last year 
were deposed from municipal offices, the 
retention of their arms by the insurgents, 
and other equally radical propositions. 
The Liberals have not yet relquished the 
hope that they may be able to force the 
resignation of President Palma and all 
the high Government officials. The suc- 
cession of Vice President Mendez Capote 
to the Presidency is also discussed, Lib- 
erals seeming to think that they could 
reach an understanding with him that 
would be satisfactory to all. There is 
nothing to indicate in any of the recent 
developments that Mendez Capote is a 
party to this project, and the reintroduc- 
tion of his name in this connection serves 
only to complicate the discussions. 

However, the talk concerning the Vice 
President's succession to the Presidency 
as one of the ways of settling the tropble 
is persistent. Gen. Menocal and intimate 
friends of Sefior Capote to-night visited 
him. The proposition that he assume the 
Presidency came from the Liberais and 
insurgents with such unanimity that the 
committee of veterans decided to consider 
the matter in all its aspects. If President 
Palma signifies his willingness to resign 
in the interest of peace this may be the 
outcome, but all this is tentative as yet, 
and has been discussed only In secret. 

Many business men of Havana ridicule 
the whole effort for what they call a 
patched-up peace, which, they say, can be 
no more than temporary, and some go so 
far as to assert that the country can never 
be governed rightly or investments be ab- 
solutely safeguarded unless the United 
States intervenes. This is also frankly de- 
clared in some cases by high Government 
officials, and a the retort that those 
who make such statements are not good 
Cubans. 

Despite all drawbacks, however, the 
fact that peace proposals are pending and 
that hostilities have been suspended has 
brought more or less hopefulness to the 
people of Havana. Gen. Menocal, com- 
menting on the situation to-day, remarked 
that ‘‘ peace will be arranged or it will be 
imposed."’ The General explained that he 
did not mean that peace would necessarily 
be imposed by ferce of arms, but that pub- 
lic opinion would compel the insurgents to 
submit to the reasonable eace terms 
which the veterans are offering to them.

ports to the island were 25 per cent. great- 
er than in 1905, 75 per cent. greater than 
in 1904, and about 120 per cent. greater 
than in 1903. Exports to Cuba aggregated 
$47,763,688 in 1906. 

“‘ Prior to 1805 the value of the imports 
into the United States from Cuba ranged 
in most years from $50,000,000 to $75,000, - 
000. Of the five articles forming the bulk 
of our imports from Cuba, sugar amount- 
ed in value in 1906 to $60,000,000, tobacco 
$13,500,000,. cigars and cigarettes $4,000,000, 
iron ore $2,000,000, and pananas $1,000,000. 
Tobacco, cigars, and cigarettes, and fron 


ore show an increase in the fiscal year 
1906, and bananas show a reduction of less 
than $500,000, while sugar shows a reduc- 
tion of over $4,000,000 in value in 1906 as 
compared with 1905. 

“The increase in shipments to Cuba, 
while visible in many articles, occurs 
chiefly in manufactures of iron and steel, 
of which the total exports to the !fsland 
were $9,879,648 in 1906, against $6,164,908 
in 1905."

J. H. Hatch, Chairman of the Executive Com- |

‘‘A resolution has’ been passed by the Cen- | 
tral Federated Union to the effect that those 
who remained in the Labor Party could not |e} 
members of any other political organization, | 
and this included the Independence League as | 
well as the Republican and the Democratic} 
Parties, so that, as a matter of fact, union /| 
men have had to decide between the Labor 
Party and outside political organizations. 

‘“*The day when organized labor can be used 
to promote the personal political fortunes of 
@ny individual is past, and this year we have, 
in all Assembly Districts in the State, organiza- 
tions which inolude all the regular union men 
in them. 

“‘From each of these Assembly Districts we/| 
will have three delegates to a Nominating Con- | 
vention to be held later, which will not, I} 
assure you, be an echo of the Independence 
League or of any other political party. The 
working men of this State are tired of being | 
handed about as though they are some one’s | 
personal property.”’ 


On Aug. 5, following a meeting of the |

FOR HEARST CONVENTION 


L. S. Chanler Can Run in Second 
Place if He Will, 


IT’S A REAL THING MACHINE 


The Convention’s Job Will Be to Shout 
—The Managers Will Make 
the Ticket. 


The Hearst machine began preparations 
yesterday for the Independence League's 
State Convention, which is to be held in 
Carnegie Hall on Tuesday and Wednesday 
next, By the time the 1,611 delegates 
from all over the State arrive on the 
scene and are called to order by Chair- 
man Seabury the machine will have all 
the work practically done. 

It was definitely settled !ast night that 
Mr. Hearst is to be left free to dicker 
with the Democratic State Convention at 
Buffalo. With this view the Independ- 
ence League will do only just enough to 
make its meeting rank as a convention. 
It will nominate Mr.* Hearst for Gov- 
ernor, and name a candidate for Lieuten- 
ant Governor. Mr. Hearst's lieutenants 
professed last night not to know who the 
candidate for the second place on the 
ticket will be. The choice is between 
George W. Fuller of Jefferson, Lewis 
Stuyvesant Chanler of Dutchess, William 
F. Mackey of Erie, and Reuben R. Lyon 
of Steuben. The managers say that the 
convention can have its pick of these. The 
fact is that if Mr. Chanler wants the 
place the delegates will have nothing to 
say except to whoop it up for him. 

There is no thought of any other head 
of the ticket than Mr. Hearst. That is 
what Mr. Hearst has been spending his 
money lavishly to accomplish, and there is 
hardly a delegate who really believes that 
his voice would be heard or his choice 
recorded for any one else. When the can- 
didates for Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor have been named, the rest of the 
job will be turned over to the machine, 
working through the State Committee, of 
which Max F. Ihmsen is the Chairman. 
This body will name all the other candi- 
dates on the ticket if the Democrats turn 
down Mr. Hearst itn Buffalo. 

The decision to leave Mr. Hearst at 
least a chance of being named at Buffalo 
came as the result of representations 
made to him that if he went to Buffalo 
with a full ticket, he would not only find 
it impossible to be nominated, but his 
name would not even get before the con- 
vention.

Sundry experiences on a cycling tour in 
New York, Pennsylvania, and New Jer- 
sey drive meé to ask the question: Why do 
not the Post Offices throughout the coune 
try bear the names of the places in which 
they are located, so placed that the trav~ 
eler can read without dismounting? There 
need be no elaborate sign, a little axle 
grease on a shingle or a few strokes of 
soap on the window will answer. 

My trip on Sunday last, starting at 6 A. 
M., was marred by the absence of such 
valuable and still inexpensive informa- 
tion. At that time the average village 
resident was not abroad, and constant ref- 
erence to unréliable map and cyclometer 
were wearying. Time-worn sign posts 
dimly stated: Alpha, 4 miles; Omega, 3 
miles, but not one boldly claimed Gamma, 
In plain English there was no answer to 
my mute inquiry: ‘‘ Where am I at?” 
And in plainer English, some of the in- 
habitants were rather uncertain as te 
their whereabouts.

Mr. Adler hastened to write a letter to 
the leaders of the United Hebrew Trades, 
in which he called attention to the fact 
that on his return from Europe, late in 
August, after a conference with them, 
they had come to a written agreement. 
In this the actors had assented to the 
employment of Mr. Spivac, a member of 
the Mutual Protective Union, and the 
dismissal of Mr. Brodie.

W. R. ADDICKS ON GAS COST. 


To be or not to be without a Yiddish 


Consolidated’s Vice President at the 
80-Cent Hearing. 


Walter R. Addicks, Vice President of 
the Consolidated Gas Company; was the 
only witness examined yesterday before 
Arthur H. Masten, as Master of the 
United States Circuit Court in the suit of 
the Consolidated Company to have de- 
clared confiscatory the eighty-cent gas 
law.

SHIP BECALMED IN DOLDRUMS 


The Sea God Was Obdurate Until the 
Captain Gave Him Cash—But 
Then It Did Blow. 


Whether old man Neptune in a tantrum 
or the weird whistling of the crew or the 
wonderful shaving tournamegt held by 
Mate Connor at the equator caused the 
delay in the voyage of the good ship Occi- 
dental, which reached port after a voyage 
of 17,500 miles, has been engaging the at- 
tention of local sea lawyers for the last 
few days.

Then 
he ordered: ‘‘Mr. Connor, shave all 
hands and see if we can’t raise the wind.” 

Mate Connor admits that he took his 
best bowle knife and lined up all the 
bearded jack tars in sight. Some of them 
sought the deeps of the hold, but Nep- 
tune had to have a full sacrifice, and he 
did. The groans of the shaven did not 
raise the wind, however. 

“Throw the beards in the sea!” shout- 
ed the Captain. 

Still there was not a breath of air. All 
hands began to lose hope. The Captain 
took off his coat. 

‘Give me a breeze, Neptune, ye scalla- 
wag!" he roared, throwing the coat in 
the sea. Then he took his waistcoat off 
and flung it overboard. Still there was no 
wind, and still the superstitious sailors 

‘aboard thought the trouble was that Nep- 
tune had not been properly propitiated. 

A pair of trousers was thrown overboard. 

but still there was not a capful of wind.

Then the mate whistled “ Dorothy 
Dean,” which was the last song he heard 
in port, but nothing happened. In des- 
peration the Captain stood up aft. 

“Neptune, you villain,” he shouted, 
“give me half a dollar's worth,” and he 
flung 50 cents into the water. It was his 
last known means of propitiation. 

It blew. It blew great guns. It al- 
most blew the big ship out of the water. 
Jhe superstitious crew grew frightened. 
To appease the sentiment the Captain 
faced the gale and shouted: 

“Neptune, tar and topknots; 
two bits back.”’ 

Then, according to the Captain, the 
mate showed bad seamanship in handling 
the sail. The main boom swung out un- 
til it seemed as if it would turn the ship 
over. There was still other trouble, al- 
though, after that, all the way the ship 
met favoring trade winds, But thé 
Captain concluded the mate had _ not 
earned his pay, and the mate blamed the 
crew.

ARRIVED TO FIND SON DEAD. 


Joy of a Paterson Woman on Visit to 
Her Boys Turned to Grief.

That evening 
he decided to go to Paterson to s¢e his 
mother. He purchased a ticket and 
checked his trunk, but missed his train. 
He went to the Oriental Hotel and en- 
gaged a room at 9 P. M., asking to be 
ealled to take an early train. At 11 
o'clock entrance was forced into the room 
and his dead body found. Death is be- 
lieved to have beén accidental, he having 
turned the gas off and part way on again.

LUDLOW PATTON DEAD. 


He Was an Old Resident of Orange 
and Notable in Many Ways. 


Ludlow Patton, one of the wealthiest 
and oldest residents in the Oranges, was 
found déad in bed at his home, 45 Linden 
Place, Orange, yesterday. Deptity County 
Physician Simmons said that Mr. Patton's 
death had been caused by heart disease. 

Mr. Patton was 81 years old, was born 
in New York, and was the son of the 
Rev. Willlam and Mrs. Mary Patton. It 
was intended that he should be a Presby- 
terian clergyman, and he received his 
early education with that in view. At 14, 
however, he efitered thé brokerage office 
of Tredwell Ketcham. He was taken into 
the firm when he was 26 years old. In 
the same year he bought a seat on the 
New York Stock Exchange for $400, which 
he sold for $32,000 when he retired. He 
Was remarkably succéssful, and accumu- 
lated a large fortune in a very few years. 

Mr. Patton was a “ globe trotter,” and 
often left on long trips on very short 
notice. He also was something of a news- 
Paper writer. He started that sort of 
work with The Orange Journal back in 
the fifties, and contributed to The Mil- 
ford (N. H.) Enterpriso and The Portland 
(Mé.) Transcript, and when he was in 
business wrote financial news for several 
Chicago newspapers. Hé was an accom- 
plished musician, and at the annual din- 
ner of the brokers in the old days his 
Songs, many of them original, were feat- 
ures. 

Fifty years ago the famous 
cure” gained for the Oranges widespread 
renown, and Mr. Patton was one of the 
first New York business men who was at- 
tracted by the springs. He bought twen- 
ty-six acres on the slope of the Orangs 
Mountain and erected a fine mansion 
there, which was later destroyed hy fire. 
He built up the neighborhood and devel- 
oped the springs. 

Mr. Patton's first wife was Miss Abby 
Hutchinson of Milford, N. H., whom he 
| married in 1849. She was one of the orig- 
inal members of Sorosis, founded the firse 
| kindergarten school in the Oranges, was 
jan accomplished musician, wrote many 
songs, and was intimately acquainted with 
Charles Dickens, William and Mary 


Howitt, Douglas Jerrold, Mrs. Tom Hood, 
Hartley Coleridge, and many others. She 
died sixteen years ago, and at her request 
Mr. Patton married her niece, Marion 
Loveridge of Orange. Besides his widow, 
Mr. Patton is survived by one daughter, 
Miss Helen Patton. 

Mr. Patton retired from business in 18/3. 
Several years ago he forsook Presbyte- 
rianism and joined the Unitarian Church.

NOT SLAVERY, DR. WEISS SAYS 


Explains How Austrian Society Finds 
Work for Immigrants. 


Dr. Karl Welss, Secretary of the Aus- 
trian Society of New York, said yesterday 
in regard to Rose Prihoda, who wag freed 
Wednesday by Magistrate Breen from 
what he termed “ slavery” by I. Gottlieb, 
a jeweler of 826 Grand Street, that there 
had been a misconception as to the work 
of the society in the aid of immigrant 
girls. Mr. Weiss said that the society's 
aim was to protect ignorant immigrants 
and to obtain work for them. 

When the girl was about to be deported 
the society, through its free employment 
bureau, found her work with Mrs. Gott- 
lieb, who signed a contract in which she 
agreed to engage the girl as a servant 
and to give her $12 a month with her 
board. She also agreed that {if she should 
discharge the girl she would pay for her 
the number of days she had worked at the 
rate of 80 cents a day. 

Dr. Weiss declared that there was no 


possibility of a slavery system through 
the methods of employment used by the 
society.

NO MARKED EFFECT YET 
OF SHAW’S NEW ORDER 


Uncertainty as to Its Influence 
on Gold Imports. 


ONE NEW ENGAGEMENT OUT 


It Is Said, However, That $3,000,000 
Has Been Taken From Paris 
for Our Account. 


Much uncertainty existed in Wall Street 
yesterday regarding the probable influ- 
ence upon the volume of gold imports of 
Secretary Shaw's announcement that be- 
ginning next Monday advances will be 
made to National banks which have actu- 
ally engaged gold for import. The first 
effect of the announcement upon foreign 
exchange rates yesterday was an advance 
of 6 points over the closing rate of 
Wednesday. Its effect upon the money 
market during the morning and early aft- 
ernoon was not very marked. The first 
loan of the day was made at 20 per cent., 
and a little later the rate advanced to 25 
per cent In the afternoon loans were 
made as low as 2 per cent., but this was 
only after the great majority of borrow- 
ers had been provided with funds. The 
average rate of the day was probably 
close to 20 per cent. 

The only actual announcement of 4 
fresh engagement of gold was of a small 
amount of bars obtained by Goldman, 
Sachs & Co. in Paris, where $100,000 was 
picked up in the open market. Cable 
advices from abroad, published in Wall 
Street yesterday, said that $3,000,000 had 
been withdrawn from the Bank of France 
for New York account, and $2,015,000 from 
the Bank of England, in addition to the 
withdrawals of $2,015,000 reported on 
Wednesday. If any of this gold was ob- 
tained by New York bankers, no an- 
nouncement of the fact was made here 
yesterday. It was suggested that even if 
gold were actually engaged the an- 
nouncement would probably be withheld 
until Monday, when the banks will be in 
a position to obtain from the Sub-Treas- 
ury the advances authorized by Secretary 
Shaw late on Wednesday. 

The advance in sterling exchange rates 
which took place yesterday morning 
called into the market a large volume of 
bills, the sale of which speedily brought 
about a reaction of half a cent to the 
pound sterling. A_ recovery followed, 
which brought demand sterling up to 
4.8365, where it closed with a net advance 
of 85 points. To this extent the move- 
ment of exchange offset the additional ad- 
vantage furnished by Secretary Shaw’s 
advances to the National banks. In some 

uarters the view was held that there 
would be further adjustment of these fac- 
tors until there was such a modification 
of exchange rates that gold importers 
would find themselves to all intents and 
purposes in the same position, with Treas- 
ury advances, as they were without such 
advances. Others expressed the opinion 
that Secretary Shaw's announcement as- 
sured the engagement of a large amount 
of gold. One estimate named $10,000,000 
as the probable amount of the engage- 
ments within the next ten days. 

One of the first questions raised yester- 
day in regard to Treasury advances 
against gold imports was whether or not 
advances would be made against the 
$2,000,000 of gold now in transit from Aus- 
tralia, some of it due to arrive about 
Sept. 15 and the balance by Oct. 1. Brown 
Brothers have $1,500,000 on the way, and 
Goldman, Sachs & Co. $500,000. Repre- 
sentatives of these firms expressed the 
opinion that advances against these en- 
gagements would probably be allowed by 
Secretary Shaw. No official statement 
on the subject could be had at the Sub- 
Treasury yesterday because formal] in- 
structions on this point had not yet been 

| received from Washington, 

Much interest was evinced yesterday in 
the fact that under the present ruling 
banks will have to give assurance to the 
Treasury officials that gold has actually 
been engaged for import. All that was 
required by Secretary Shaw last April 
when he first made advances against 
gold imports was that a National bank 
should express a desire to import gold. 
This opened the way to possible abuse. 
According to rurmor some banks took ad- 
vantage of this situation by withdrawing 
money from the Sub-Treasury some time 
ahead of making an engigement abroad. 
Even under the new ruling, however, it 
was thought yesterday that the only evi- 
dence of an actual engagement that will 
be required by the Treasury officials will 
be a formal statement by the bank that 
it has actually engaged a given amount 
of gold.

ON FIANCEE’S GRAVE 


She Killed Herself Rather Than 
Wed Another Man. 


A STRUGGLE AT THE PIER 


Girl’s Last Note Urged Contranini to 
Join Her—Man’s Brother Seeks 


to Prevent it. 


Luigi Contranini sailed yesterday for 
Havre on the French Line steamship La 
Provence with the announced intention of 
killing himself on the grave of his sweet- 
heart, who committed suicide two months 
ago when her parents refused to permit 
her to come to America to marry Luigi 
and told her that they had picked out an- 
other man for her to wed. 

Antonio Contranini, Luigi's brother, ac- 
companied him to the pier and pleaded 
with him not to kill himself, but to re- 
main in this country. When he saw that 
his entreaties were of no avail Antonio 
resorted to force to prevent his brother 
from boarding the steamship. Passen- 
gers on the liner looked on in wonder, all 
unaware of the meaning of the motives of 
the brothers. 

The two brothers hail from Locco, in 
the Lombardy section of Italy. There 
Luigi’s sweetheart lived, died, and was 
buried, and thither he is bound to answer 
| the call of the girl who, before taking her 
life, wrote a note telling him what she 
was about to do and biddihg him join 
her in death, since they might not be 
together in life, 

Josephine Ballatina, the girl to whom 
Luigi gave his heart, was born next door 
to the Contranini home. Luigi was but a 
year older than she, and they played to- 
gether as children. The two had hardly 
entered their teens when they became en- 
| Saged. Josephine’s parents knew Luigi 
as a steady young fellow, but they were 
much better off in worldly goods than he, 
and they said that their daughter should 
never wed @ poor man, 

Luigi, with all the optimism of youth, 
determined to seek his fortune in Amer- 
| ica. His brother, Antonio, was already 
in this country, having settled in Pater- 
son, N. J., where he is well-to-do. Luigi 
told Josephine that he would work day 
and niht and would send for her as soon 
as he was rich enough to suit her mother 
and father. 

Landing in New York, Luigi headed 
| West, settling in Beaver, Oklahoma, 





ss where his industry and economy soon be- 


| an to heap up the dollars which, to 
| him, meant the realization of his dream 
| of happiness. He corresponded regularly 
with Josephine, and when he wrote her, 
six months ago, that he was able to take 
care of her and her family, too, if need 
be, he was the happiest man imaginable. 
He even inclosed her money to pay her 
passage to this country, promising to 
meet her in New York. 

Instead of the girl came a letter from 
|} her in which she said her parents were 
obdurate, and they had announced her 
engagement to a man living in Locco. 

‘I will be happier dead than alive 
|; Without you,” the letter ran, 
going to kill myself. Join me in death, 
and we will at last find the happiness 
which was denied us on earth.” 

The letter no sooner reached Luigi than 
he sold his property in Beaver and hur- 


ried to New York. He stopped in Pater- 
son long enough to visit his brother and 
tell him of his decision to die. Antonio 
did his best to persuade the disconsolate 
lover to remain in this country and try 
to compet his loss, but Luigi was not to be 
movec 





about 
the dock. Then Antonio clung to his 
brother, kissing Luigi's hands and beg- 
ging him to stay in America. Luigi was 
cbdurate. Antonio waved a crucifix and 
besought Luigi in the name of the gaints 
not to go. 

As the hour for salling drew near Luigi 
started across the gangway. He had got 
hardly half way when Antonio, weeping 
wildly, was at his side. Throwing his 
arms about his brother’s waist, he tried 
to pull Luigi back. MHis-grief. was pitia- | 
ble. As the vessel was ready to start 
Patrolman Mallon, on duty at the dock, 
was forced to interfere, and Antonio was 
Grnggsd back to land still sobbing pray- 
ers that his brother would change his 
mind.
